Over West Bank Settlements 


UNITED NATIONS, ΝΥ, Oct. 
20 (APs,—Sixts-three Third World 
nations submitted a resolution 
yesterday asking the General ΑΞ» 
sembly to declare that Israeli set- 
tlements !n occupied Areb ter- 
Yitories “have no lezal validity.” 

The resolution, on che eve of 
the firs Middle East debate in 
the current United Nations meet- 
ing, also asks the assembly to 
“strongly deplore the persistence” 
of Israel in permitting the settle- 
meals and to tell Israel to “desist 
forthwith from taking any action 
which would result in changing 
the legal status, geographical na- 
ture or demographic composition 
of the Arab lands occupied since 
1987, including Jerusalem.” 

The resolution asks the assem- 
bly te declare the settlements a 
bicckade to peace in the Aliddle 
East. 

The six-point resolution is ex- 
pected to win near-unanimous 
support and set the stage for 2 
Security Council debate on the 
Palestinian refugee issue sched- 
uled later this week.

Attacks Continue 

ROME, Oct. 26 :UPI).—Bombs 
blasted four West German-owned 
business premises in Italy early 
today. continuing a week of 
attacks on such property. There 
also have been threats to assas- 
sinate Bonn’s ambassador in 
Rome. 

Here in Rome, three almost 
Simultaneous blasts shook Sie- 
mens, BMW and Opel buildings, 
causing slight damage. At Pis- 
toia. near Florence, another BMW 
showroom was the scene of a 
predawn explosion. 


Radio in Berlin Celi 

BERLIN, Oct. 26 +AP).—West 
Berlin officials said today that 
they had found a matchbor-size 
transistor radio hidden in the cell 
of Wolfgang Wesslau, 22, a sus- 
pected terrorist. He is one of 19 
West Berlin prisoners supposed 
to have been cut off from all out- 
side contacts during the 44-day 
Kidnapping of Mr. Schleyer. 

Schmidt Popularity Up

Today, that figure has doubled to $Lé6 billion. represeri- 
ing more than 2 per cent of the stores’ annual sales.

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Tougher Laws Urged 
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Study Says Alcohol, Pills Plague Australia 


SYDNEY. Oct. 26 (AP!.—aAn 
Australian Senate committee says 
that the country is 2 society of 
drunks, drug users and cigarette 
addicts. 


As ἃ result of iis findings. the 
committee has recommended 
tough new iaws against advertis- 
ing cigarettes and elcohol, strict 
controi on the sale of analgesics, 
but lighter penalties for posses- 
sion of marijuana. 

The six-member committee re- 
leased a 255-page report yester- 
day titled: “Drug Problems in 
Australia—an Intoxicated Soci- 
εἰν." The report estimated that 
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there were 250,000 alcoholica 
among Australia’s 14 million 
population. 

“We've been drunk since the 
first fleet srrived,” said commit- 
tee chairman Peter Baume, re- 
ferring to the first shipment ot 
convict settlers to Australla from 
Britain in 1788. “National tradi- 
tion has been toward intoxication 
rather than sobriety.” 

The committee also reported: 

Φ Alcoholism had reached epi- 
demic proportion and was re 
sponsib!e for 30,000 deaths in the 
past 10 years. 

9 As many as 10 per cent of 
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schoolchildren aged 10 to 17 get 
drunk at least once a month. 

Φ The family lives of δι esti- 
mated 1.4 million Australians 
were affected by alephol, costing 
the community more than $500 
million a year. 

The committee also found that 
Australia suffered the world’s 
highest incidence of kidney dis- 
ease through abuse of analgesics, 
with some people taking as many 
as 50 compound analgesic tablets 
a day. 

It recommended that analgesic 
sales be limited and that packets 
carry a health warning. 

The committee also called on 
federal and state governments to 
ban 81} cigarette advertising and 
end tobacco subsidies. Television 
and radio advertising was banned 
several years ago. 

Australians smoke 3.8 billion 
cigarettes a month, the report 
said—equivalent to 200 cigarettes 
8. month for every man. woman 
and child in Australia. 

The committee split on decrim- 
Imalizing marijuana. with Mr. 
Baume using his tie-breaking 
vote to carry the recommendation 
that possession of marijuana be 
reduced to an offense punishable 
by 8 fine of $150. Laws vary 
from state to state, but Victoria 
is typical: Possession of less than 
100 grams carries a maximum 
penalty of a $500 fine and 12 
months in jail ~ 

The committee said that pollee 
should not photograph or finger- 
print convicted marijuana users 
and no record of the offense 
should be kept by the courts. 
The recommendations are not 
binding on the government.

1946 when President Truman serv- 
ed Stalin with a virtual ultima- 
tum to get out, He did. 

Although the Soviet Union vot- 
ed in the United Nations for the 
creation of Israel in 1948 and was 
the first power to recognize the 
new state de jure (the United 
States was first de facto), Moscow 
soon began to favor the Arab 
side in the Arab-Israeli conflict.

MANILA, Oct. 26 14P'.—In an 
unprecedented move. the World 
Bridge Federation announced to- 
dav it wil! suspend the member- 
ship of the Italian Bridge Fede- 
ration effective next March. 


This is the result of a scandal 
tha. erupted 18 months age when 
2 leading Ztalian player, Leandro 
Burgas, submitted to his national 
organization the tape of a tele- 
phone conversation in which 
Benito Bianchi, an Italian world 
champion, virtually confessed 
that he had cheated with Pietro 
Forquet. an even more famous 
player who has won 16 world 
titles. 


The suspension is hased on the 
failure of - Italien officials to 
satisfy the world body that they 
have investigated the accusation 
fully. and to submit a certified 
enpy of the disputed tape. 


The suspension may prevent 
Italian players from competing 
in the 1978 world championships 
in New Orleans, Louisiana. Jaime 
Ortiz Patino, the president of 
the WBF. said the action “should 
in no way be interpreted as re- 
flecting upon the honesty or in- 
tesrity of any indiyidue) player 
or group of Italian players.”

Since Japan's area is about the same as California's, that 
makes for more vending machines per cubic coin here than 
any other country. The United States, for mstance, has one 
Machine for every 53 people. Japan has one for every 36. 

Row upon row from Hirosiima to Hokkaido, these bright- 


way Test stops. And one automatic vender in northern Sap- 
poro reportedly even thanks patrons poiitely. 

The sociai significance of this Japanese trend has yet to 
be fully plumbed bere. Many see the growth as another part 
of the depersonalization and: standardization of urban Japanese 


life.

The growth has in recent years created a whole new class 
of absentee entrepreneurs whose total business ἐξ conducted 
for them by machine Japanese vending-machine saies last 
year totaled $6.4 bYHon, or about $60 per person. 

This compares with $98 billion and $40 per person for the 

roughly 4 million vending machines in the United States. 
- This rapid success has also brought problems to Japan in 
the form of machines that spit ‘boiling water over the hands of 
unwary patrons, machines reluctant to part with wares and 
nastable machines that toppie om passers-by, fatally in two 
cases. 

But the fastest growing sector of the Japanese vending- 


machines that sel what in Japan are called pornographic 
megazines, publications that display photographs cr drawings 
of partly nude women. So far, no one 15 questioning the need 
for such magazines, which are bought or perused by milHons 
of readers of ail ages at newsstands.”
